Missouri Matters. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, February 9.—A visit to the 
Post-Oftice Department this morning devel- 
oped the fact that the only papers filed there 
up to date in the St. Louis Post-Office contest 
are by Hays, the present Postmaster, who 
asks reappointment, and is supported by 
recommendations of prominent citizens of 
St. Louis. Your correspondent asked Mr. 
Hatton if Mr. Filley had made any applica- 
tion for office, to which he replied that if he 
had he (Hatton) did not know it. ‘He has 
never mentioned the matter to me in any 
way,” said Mr. Hatton. 

“Has he filed any paper asking for appoint- 
ment for office ?”’ 

“None whatever,” was the reply. “Mr. 
Hays is the only man who has made any ap- 
plication, and the term of the present Post- 
master will expire in less than twenty days.

Attempt to Capture the Jail and Lynch 
Him Foiled—Many Killed, 


KANSAS Ciry, Mo., February 9.—The 
Times’ Paola, Kansas, special says: Last 
night about 11 o’clock Maud Bennings, a lit- 
tle colored girl 9 years old, was found lying 
upon the ground in the suburbs of the city, 
insensible, stripped of most of her clothing, 
bruised and mangledin a most terrible man- 
ner, and evidently the victim of a 
hellish crime. The child’s arms and legs 
were frozen stiff. About 11 o’clock to-day 
she became conscious and told a story of 
fiendish treatment which she had _ suf- 
fered. She had been sent upon an errand 


early in the evening, and on her return, 
about 8 o'clock, she was 
seized by Henry Smith, a notorious negro, 
carried to a stable, choked and ravished and 
then carried some distance and thrown upon 
the street, apparently left.for dead. Smith 
was arrested and taken to jail. ‘The child’s 
father, procuring a shot-gun, followed and 
attempted to shoot the fiend, but was 
prevented by the bystanders. About 
11 o’clock to-night an excited crowd,. chiefly 
of colored men, some in masks, gathered at 
the jail and demanded the prisoner. The 
Sheriff had prepared for the emergency, and 
warned them away, but the clamorous 
throng pushed forward and forced open 
the door of the building. The Sheriff 
struck the foremost man over the head. 
Then the mob opened fire, to which the 
Sheriff and deputies replied, and a general 
fusilade ensued. The front windows and 
doors of the building were perforated with 
shot. Ed, Long, son of the Sheriff, received 
a buckshot wound in the arm. James Me- 
Grew, colored, was shot through the head 
and instantly killed. Two other ecol- 
ored men received serious wounds. 
Several others were slightly injured. 
The mob then retreated and without further 
effort to obtain possession of the prisoners 
dispersed. The Sheriff was supported by 
three or four deputies during the fight. 
THIS MORNING 

the streets are thronged -with people, nnm- 
bering among them our best citizens, who 
are discussing the affair in a busineds- 
like, determined manner, and the indications 
are that the prisoner will be taken from the 
guards when brought for his preliminary ex- 
amination this morning and summarily dealt 
with. The excitement is intense. The Sher- 
iff is censured, though he probably did no 
more than his duty. This is the fourth case 
of the kind in which Smith has been involv- 
ed. He committed a similar crime in 
Paola about four years ago, and was shortly 
afterwards sent to the penitentiary from 
Linn county fora like offense, anda year 
ago was under arrest here _ for 
a repetition of his hellish deeds. 
He is a_ worthless rascal, and his 
death would bea blessing to the country.

The Condition of the Laboring Classes 
in New England. 


WASHINGTON, February 9.—The examina- 
tion of Frank K. Foster, of Massachusetts, 
continued this morning before the Senate 
Committee on Education and Labor. Foster 
said most of the tenement houses in the man- 
ufacturing cities of: Massachusetts were 
owned by mill owners and the lessees com- 
pelled to furnish so many operatives. The 
houses generally are smail, ill-ventilated and 
uncomfortable, and the operatives are com- 
pelled to live in the companies’ houses or be

TAYLORVILLE, Inu., February 9.—The 
boiler at the extensive File Factory, in this 
eity, exploded this morning at 7:15. The 
yard is located a mile southeast of the busi- 
ness portion of the city. The men, together 
with P. New, the proprietor, had just com- 
menced work when the accident occurred. 
Five men were killed instantly. 

THE KILLED. 

John Jones, engineer, was completely dis- 
emboweled, both his legs broken and he was 
otherwise mutilated. 

Samuel Lenam was torn into fragments, 
his body only being recognized by his rubber 
boots, which were still on his feet. 

Peter Neu, the proprietor, had both legs 
broken, and his head scalded and fractured. 
John McCollom was horribly mutilated. 

Wm. Dishel had the top of his head blown 
off. 

FATALLY INJURED. 

The son of Chris Neu was fatally injured 
and Tandy Vandeveer fatally injured. 

The explosion shook the buildings in the 
city as if it were shocked by an earth- 
quake. The machinery was thrown several 
hundred yards and the yard is a total 
wreck, the whole vicinity being strewn with 
the debris of heavy timbers, and still heavier 
pieces of iron machinery bent and twisted 
into every conceivable shape. The bodies 
have been removed to the City Hall, where 
the inquest will be held at 1 o’clock. This 
great calamity has plunged our little city 
into the deepest gloom.

DECLINE OF PRIZE-FIGHTING. 

We are giad to notice that the two hippo- 
droming gladiators from New Zealand, who 
have been very extensively advertised as 
coming over “to fight SULLIVAN,” were al- 
lowed to give their exhibition in Madison 
Square Garden yesterday, and did not draw 
the crowded house which their previous 
flourishing had led us to expoct. 

Nobody would have thought very much or 
cared very much for either Mace or SLADE 
if a lot of fussy and officious busy-bodies had 
not elevated them into prominence by start- 
ing a little petty persecution against them, 
arresting them, and holding them to bail and 
otherwise worrying them, merely because 
they proposed to give an exhibition which is 
legal and harmless, and which is tolerated 
every day in New York City. 

After the little farce had been gone 
through the exhibition took place and was a 
very ordinary and harmless affair. It was 
not a prize-fight; it was not a disturbance of 
the peace; it was rather a tame and uninter- 
esting boxing match which gave no pretext 
for interference, but it attracted more atten- 
tion than it would have done otherwise, sim- 
ply because the persecution of the authori- 
ties advertised it. 

A prize-fight is a very different kind of an 
affair, and prize-fighting has been very ef- 
fectually stamped outin this country. But 
if the authorities of New York wish to 
deal more stringently with prize-fighting 
they will da well to let the exhibitions 
alone and to confine their efforts exclusively 
to the brutal and bloody encounters which 
are fortuuately becoming rarer and rarer. 
Lqnisiana is now the only State in the 
Union which encourages prize-fighting and 
lotteries, and New Orleans is the only city in 
which the police force is put at the disposal 
of prize-fighters. In more civilized States 
prize-fighting is a penitentiary offense and 
promises to soon become happily extinct.

The Coroner Makes an Official Exam- 
ination into the Same. 


To-day Coroner Nidelet held an inquest on 
the bodies of Henry Drees and his wife, now 
occupying slabs in the Morgue. Elizabeth 
Koenigkramer, a sister-in-law of Mrs. Drees, 
and Charlotte Hehmann, a sister 
of Mrs. Drees, were examined 
and told the same stories as published 


yesterday in the account of the murder and 
suicide. Mrs. Hehman said that the traged 

was the culmination of years of domestic 
trouble, growing out of an insane and 
unfound jealousy on the art of 
the husband. She related several instances 
of bad treatment which Mrs. Drees received 
at the hands of her husband. She said that 
Drees had no cause for jealousy, as his wife 
was and always had been e to him. 
The wife was obliged’ to 
her husband’s house last October, 
on account of hiscauseless cruelty. She was 
obliged to leave him one rainy night and go 
toa neighbor's house because he was quar- 
with her and accused her 
with another man. She 
had never heard of Mrs. Drees 
striking or.offending her husband, He was 
continually charging her with infidelity and 
without any reason. Officer Crump, Mrs.

A Rush for Vehicle Licenses. 

The license department of the Tax Col- 
lector's oftice in the Court-house has been 
crowded since Monday by vehicle owners 
who are taking out the necessary licenses. 
The amount of the tax ranges in each case 


from $3 Ww to $25 for six-horse 
omnibuses. The time for paying the li- 
cense is January 1, but owners generally 
hang back until the police begin raiding the 
wagons, and then they crowd in, and for 
three or four days the Collector’s office is 
thronged..

DENISON, TEX., February 5, 1883.—After 
passing Waco, going North, the diameter of 
the country differs greatly from the South- 
ern and western part of itin being broken 
up, inamanner, into fertile and poor sec- 
tions, a fine stretch of prairie of inky black- 
ness being succeeded for miles with poor 
and generally scrub-oak ridges; yet the set- 
tlements are generally pretty evenly dis- 
tributed, as if some of the farmers preferred 
even poor land with plenty of timber, to 
better soil with ascarcity of the needful 
article. The Germans are, I believe, noted 
for the desire ofa thing so greatly valued 
and coveted in the old world, a partiality it 
appears hard to resist in their case.

is this wonderful plant, and then the mild 
climate pervades all with an impartiality 
that leaves none to boast as being peculiarly 
favored, and where active farming is pre- 
cluded or doesn’t pay from any cause, stock 
of every kind range and thrive in the inter- 


“vals between the sections of good and poor 


solis. 

Going north from Waco, then, all the way 
to Fort Worth, the traveller comes across 
small aud poor stations, alternating with 
large and thrifty ones like Hillsborough and 
Salvarado, butall, 1 believe, without dis- 
tinction, are doing well in this degree, the 
crop of cotton the present season being 
so superabundant that all have a 
bank to draw upon of more or less capital. 
Of course in aljithis there is very little va- 
riety, either in the outiook of the traveler or 
of the residents, every farm having more or 
less cotton unpicked, until the owner, forced 
to conclude by the advancing season he can 
get no more of it, has turned to ploughing 
for the next crop. 

Fort Worth reached, I retrace my course 
eastwardiy on the Texas & Pacific as far as 
Mineola, passing through the fine mann- 
facturing and trading town, Fort Dallas, and 
finding the same conditions largely along the 
Jine, as just noted of the section nurth from 
Waco, aithough nearing Miuneola, the land 
becomes hiiliy, scrub-oak, and for Texas, 
particularly poor, yet Mineola having a good 
country within reach and being the crossing 
of the Missouri, Kansas City & Pacific 
Railway, it receives agood deal of cotton, 
and has an excellent trade resulting from its 
position. 

Turning northwest from. this point, 
the route for some twenty miles or 
more jieads through a very broken 
but we !i-wooded country, and although the 
Oak ridges look poor enough, the cotton 
field of the small farmers along the route 
show a gvod growth of the staple, then the 
road comes out upon a long interval of splen- 
did black prairie. Jone Uak and Greenviiie, 
by whai they exhibit at their respective de- 
pots, and the latter as a large and fiourish- 
ing looking town, justifying the calculations 
made on the vaiue of the country as a farm- 
ing region. Besides the cotton and corn, 
some good wheat fields are seen, Whilst sand- 
Wiched between all the farms along the route 
arethe inevitable droves of cattie and 
borses, Who piainiy take care Of themselves. 

A DAY IN DENISON. 

One hundred and five miies from Minneola 
we come to Denison, aiarge town at the jun-- 
tion of the road from JFurt Worth, and the 
last place on this line in Texas, Ked River 
the boundary line + - being iour 
milesaway. Denison has ‘a population of 
six thousand, and is a very thriving business 
mart, but, exeept a‘few small industries in 
the line of Wagon-making, harness-making, 
furniture, etc., a cotton compress is the chief. 
Some thirty thousand bates of cotton are re- 
ceived here annually, as the contributions of 
she surrounding couutry, and its high school 
and other educational advantages showa 
very advanced condition of public sentiment 
as to what constitutes the chief springs of 
modern progress. 1 am told, indeed, that 


Venison is remarkable for having nothing of 


that condition well and briefly defined as 
“old fogyism,” such as weighs down and 
checks the advancement of too many towns. 

The country around here has much of a 
sandy svi!, mixed with clay, which has proved 
very favorable to fruit culture, an interest 
which is being iooked to and regarded as of 
great importance to the future of this ~ 
all the fruits of this latitude being of pe- 
culiar excellence, and, from the long season 
ian which they are afforded, Just what is 
wanted for a fruit trade with the Northern 
markets, coming in early and continuing 


late. 
THE EMPIRE FOR EMIGRANTS. 

On leaving ‘lexas one who has had the ad- 
vantage of looking over the State cannot but

for debt, and can only be conveyed by 
joint action of man and wife. 

With a iree @echool fund of over $6,000,000 
and so near it as virtually to be clear of debt, 
State bonds being at torty per cent premium, 
and with a population already of more than 
1,500,000, it presents so many inducements to 
further immigration and investments in infi- 
nite lines vf business, free comparatively 
from precarious chances, tuat it would seem 
no commenweaith in the world can fairly 
compete with it. The universal testimony, 
especially with the stock men, is that no oue 
who bas engaged in the business and pur- 
sued it with ordinary diligence has n 
known to fail, whilstso few are they who 
have let their success lapse by inattention 
and gross negiect that they constitute the in- 
Lnitessimal exception, siuce only gross care- 
lesspess can cause failure, stock being 680 
capable in this climate of mainly caring for 
themselves. 

And then the vast empire of land, nearly a 
thousand miles from east to west in dimen- 
sions, must for many years come give the 
new-comer a choice in whatever line of busi- 
ness he wishes to engage, I having already 
shown how as iands become Valuable, the 
farmers come in and take possession to push 
the stock men further toward the frontier of 
the ranches.
